GILL At»» WORMWOOD FOB GOLD 


KEPCBL1CAN3 


The Sliver Republican State Conven- 


tion of California adopted a platform 
which must make thoao Bepublioans 
who abandoned principles for spoils 
at the dictation of Mark Hanna bang 
their heads in shame. It reiterates tbe 
dootrlues of the great and patriotic 
statesman, James O. Blame, who de- 
clared " both gold and silver coin to be 
the money, not only of the Constitu- 
tion, but of the American people anter- 
ior to the Constitution, and that Con- 
gmi had no power to demonetize 
either gold or silver,"and that "tbe 
responsibility of re-establishing silver 
In Its ancient and honorable place as 
money in Europe and America devol- 
ve* really upon the Congress of the 
United States" The platform further 
deolares 


"We believe, as did the immoital 


Lincoln, when on the fatal day of his 
assassination he declared, 'The pros- 
perity of the miner is the prosperity of 
tbe Nation, the more gold and silver 
we mine the easier it will be for us to 
pay oar National debt' 


"We reiterate the doctrines voted for 


by William McKmley of Ohio in the 
Congress of the United States, which 
read as follows 
" 'That all the bonds of the United 


States are payable, principal and intei- 
est, at the option of the Government of 
the United States, in silver dollars of 
tbe United States, containing 412>£ 
grains easu of standard silver, and that 
to restore to its coinage said silver 
coins us a legal tender In payment of 
said bonds, principal and interest, 11 
not in violation of tbe public faith, noi 
in derogation of the rights of the pub- 
lic creditor.' 


"It Is the duty of the Government to 


tarnish the people with n sound, stable 
and flexible currency, composer) of 
gold, silver and paper, issued by and 
wholly under the control of tbe Gov- 
ernment, each and every dollar being a 
fall legal tender for all debts, both 
public and private, and therefore each 
dollar being as good as any other dol- 
lar; tble function of tbe Government 
to be exercised without tbe advice, as- 
sistance, dictation or consent of the 
banking interests of this or any other 
aoantry. 


"Believing the financial question to 


be the paramount issue before tbe 
American people, we hereby reaffirm 
tbe declaration of the Republican State 
Convention of California, held in tbe 
Olty of Sacramento on tbe 7tb day of 
May, 1896, when it unanimously de 
olared: 


" ' We are in favor of the free and 


unlimited coinage of silver at tbe ratio 
of 16 to 1, and the making of silver as 
well as gold a legal tender in payment 
of all debts, both public and private' 
" The policy of tbe present National 


Administration on financial matters 
was a dishonest act toward the men 
who placed it in power, inasmuch as, 
tbe party declared before election 
through its platform and public prints 
and speeches, that the policy of the 
Administration would be in favor of 
the free and unlimited coinage of silver 
at a latio of 16 to 3, with the consent 
and assistance of otuer Nations instead 
of by independent action, and that 
these promises were made for the pur- 
pose of catching votes and with no in- 
tention of their being carried out In 
good faitb, as was evidenced by tbe 
fact that when once in power tbe bi- 
metallht gnise was thrown off and a 
single gold 
standard 
policy was 


adopted by the appointment of a rad 
ical exponent of that doctrine to the 
position of Secretary of the Treasury. 
Tbe party therefore went into power by 
securing votes under false pretenses, 
a crime for which there appears to be 
no adequate punishment." 


Ihe statements set forth in the plat- 


form cannot be refuted. The gold Be- 
pnbllcan* repudiate tbe doctrine of 
Lincoln and Blaiue, and even Mr. Me- 
Km 1«y when in Congress voted for all 
that tbe silver forces now demand; 
that Is, that silver dollars of tbe United 
States, containing 
412}., grama of 


standard silver eaob, are a legal tender 
for the payment of the bonds of the 
United States and that to restore the 
•oinage of such dollars is not in viola- 
tion of public faith nor in derogation 
of tbe rights of tho public creditor, 


practicable while the causes which lead 
to wai s between nations exist. Europe 
is an armed camp. Fully one-fourth of 
its able-bodied men are in the military 
service tmd the others are taxed to 
maintain them. This is impoverishing 
the people, and Italy, which has been 
classed among the powersris forced to 
reduce her standing army, as tbe reve- 
nues of tbe government are not suffi- 
cient to maintain so large a military es- 
tablishment. It would relieve tbe tax- 
payers if the nations disarmed, but as 
the old song has it, " when only kings 
are allowed to fight will there be an 
end to war."

o'clock P M , Tuesday, August 30 1898

Maine Soldiers tell a Harrowing Story of 


the Camp. 


A New York Dispatch says: One 


thousand skeletons, the shadows of the 
1st Maine volunteers, reached Jersey 
City to-day.
